DETROIT, May 23,—W ith the usual de­ 
votional exercises the Presbyterian gen- 
er tl assembly opened yesterday with a 
groat array of empty seats, tbe commis­ 
sioners not corning up very promptly. It 
was 10 o'clock before there was a full 
house. 
The moderator named the com­ 
mittees, and then the clerk read a list of 
th * presbyteries that have voted on the 
question of change in the confession, that 
being the special order for the day. N ine­ 
ty «um presbyteries 
vot,e<l 
for change, 
•even voted against, and six refused t«> re­ 
port. 
Tho report of the revision commit» 
te<* was then read by Rev, W (J, Roberts, 
who took occasion to say that the daily 
papers of yesterday had printed an Incor­ 
rect copy. 
il«i also said that the report 
was incomplete, as the committee bad 
thought best to leave ««»me matters unde- 
cldod for discussion in the assembly and 
f rther reference and consideration. 
The Matter of P«»i «u»rd I nation. 
Tbe most important chung« s proposed 
ar«y as follows; Section 5, which Is the por­ 
tion of tin- present confession relating^,o 
foreordination, 
beco urns section 3, an«I is 
amended to read: 
“(»«si before the foun­ 
dation of the world was laid, according 
to ids eternal and immutable purismo, 
and tho secret counsel and good pleasure 
of His will, hath predestined some «>f 
mankind unto life, and hath particularly 
nn«l unchangeably chosen them in Christ 
unto everlasting glory, out of His mete 
free grace and love, without any foresight 
of faith, or goo<l works, or perseverance 
in either of them, or any other thing in 
the creature, 
as 
conditions or causes, 
moiing him thereunto; and all to the 
praise of His glorious grac««.” 


’( lie Dublin-«« of W ank ln«l. 


«Section 0 remains 
unchanged and be 
(•«unes section 4, 
«Section 7 was amended 
and becomes section 5, and is as follow«: 
The rest of mankind (Ksl was pleased 
according to the unsearchable counsel of

After declsring that the church is not 
for the rich alone, the encyclical gones on 
to say that it is an error to believe that

Cap 
ital is powerless wit hout work, and work 
without capital. 
The proletariat cannot 
and ought not to injure capital or th« 
masters who dispense It; but, in order to 
obtain respect for the rights of labor, 
they must abstain from violence.

should not have recourse to sedition, nor 
listen to the chimerical promises of tin* 
agitators.

selected were from th e ‘A ndrom eda’ of I 
Euripides. 
It was a rem arkable and 
curious sight to see m any of th*'» « ' pale, 
m eager actors upon tfie street a t one 
time, each pouring forth his tragic ex 
dam ations. 
This delirium continued 
until the w inter following, which was a ! 
very cold one, well calcnlatisi to re­ 
move it.” 
M od e r n writers, in attem pting to ac ; 
count ten* the prevalence of thus unique i 
Hpeeies of disease, dec!art* th at if was j 
brought about by one Archela,us, an i 
exixilient player, w ho appeared fiefore , 
the Atolerite'.s in the heat of surnme-r. ; 
Many of the people* we*re* taken sick j 
while at the play, and ¡us th eir im agina j 
f ions were full of tragedy the delirium ! 
which th** fever raised perpetually rep | 
resented Aiiilroni**da, I’e'rseus, Meelusa, i 
etc.
